Advertising Dodge. 

The local representatives of the Government 
created a sensation among the clothing house 
advertisers on Fourth street this morning. For 
some time past several of the small re- 
tail clothiers in the vicinity of the 
Court-house have been keeping up & lively 
competition, and have been resorting to every 
ingenious method of sidewalk advertising. 
The touter for atime gave place to the pave- 
ment circular, and thousands of hand-bills 
have been circulated among promenaders and 
passers-by. The latest dodge was the circula- 
tion of the following piece of scrip:

On the other side was printed the name 
of a clothing house and that of the 
proprietor, A. Kohn. The scrip was in circula- 
tion to the extent ot several thousand daily 
and Was furnished by a Brooklyn firm of lith 
ographers. 


The Government officers contend 
that this mode of advertising 
is aelusive and traudulent and 


in clear vioiation of no less than three sec- 
tions ot the United States Revised Statutes, 
namely: 3583, 5188 and 6430. These sections in 
substance prohibit the preparation or circula- 
tion of any piece of paper,circular,card or note 
bearing in any shape, form or figure of print, 
lithograph or photograph the similitude of a 
treasury note of the United States. The pen- 
alties prowided in such sections for the offense 


are very heavy, ranging from $100 
to $500 fine and irom one day 
to to fifteen years’ imprisonment. 


Detective Tyrrell, of the United States Secret 
Service, swooped down this morning upon the 
clothing house scrip as above, and mads a 
seizure of every bill not already circulated in 
and around the premises. In this 
instance there was no resistance 
andthe advertiser promised at once to desist 
from the practice. Upon this condition he 
will not be prosecuted, butin all similar cases 
where this method of advertising is adopted 
and persisted in, the Government proposes 
to apply the screws and secure severe punish- 
ment for the offenders. A Post-DISPATCH 
reporter in conversation with United States 
Assistant Attorneys Drummond and Smith, 
who had scrutinized the scrip, ascertained 
that the sections of the statute would certainly 
apply and could be strictly enforced in all 
such cases.

He re- 
fused to explain his motive for doing that, 
and when remonstrated with by Mrs. Vermil- 
yea threatened that he would shoot her. 
Mrs. Vermilyea’s husband is driver of a mail 
wagon. 

Wiltiam McCullough, a brother of the mur- 
dered woman, called on Captain Washburn 
jate last night and delivered up a pistol with 
which he said Hovey tried to kill Mrs, Ver- 
milyea on Tuesday night. McCullough 
started out for an officer to have him arrest- 
ed, but was intercepted by his sister, who 
begged him to say nothing aboutit. McCul- 
lough also said that three weeks ago Hovey 
tired a shot at the unfortunate woman and 
that Hovey was then taken into custody, but 
as Mrs. Vermilyea refused to appear against 
him he was discharged. Mrs. Vermilyea 
would nave become a mother in July.

When Mr. Barnum was shown the state- 
ment published in the World of to-day that he 
had begun negotiations to procure one of the 
sacred white elephants from the King of 
Siam, and had already sent to His Majesty 
some presents, with a re quest for the loan of 
one of the sacred animals, he threw up 
his hands and said: 

“Well, how did that get out? I didn’t in- 
ténd that it should become known for several 
months. But nowthatitis out I mightas 
well make a clean breast ofit. It’s all true, 
every word of it, just as the World has it. 
I’ll tell you all about it. You see, Siam has 
never allowed one of its white elephants 
(which are really albinos) to leave the coun- 
try, because they believe that at some time 
the spirit of Buddha wiil appear in one of those 
animals, and if they were toseli or give any 
of them away they might dispose of the spirit 
of their God. France and England have been 
trving for forty years to get one, but without 
apy success. I have had my eyes on Siam for 
years, but never knew exactly now to get hold 
of the thing until about two years ago, when 
Mr. Sickles, nephew of General Daniel E. 
Sickles, was Consul to Siam. I &new 
him very well and got himself and 
Mrs. Sickles interested in my project to ob- 
tain one of the sacred animals, if oniy for & 
short time, in order that I might exhibit him. 

“The King of Siam, whose name by the 
way is Somdetch Phra Paraminda Mana 
Chulalm Kam, is a very intelligent young 
man, and speaks and writes English fluently. 
Mr. Sickles spoke to the King one day about 
allowing America to see one of the elephants. 
The King likes America as much as he detests 
England, and he said he sheuld like to extend 


the courtesy to us, but he didn’t believe his | 


people would consent as yet. He said he 
wasn’t very superstitious any more himself, 
but the people were, and he was afraid we 
would have to wait bere in America until the 
Siamese become more liberai in their views. 
After Mr. Sickles returned and I began think- 
ing the matter over I determined to make 
overtures to the King ina quiet way. This I 
bave been andamdoing. I secured permis- 
sion from the State Department to send 
presents and things to the King—that Is, 
what I could send legitimately through the 


‘regular consular mail—and about a 


fortnight ago sent a large number of 
handsume and curious’ presents which 
would be sure to. please the King. 
I don’t care to enumerate the articles. 


The World has correctly given some of them. 
Suffice it to say that they were much more 


‘valuable than any mere elepbant, white or 


black, could be. he State Department was 
willing to accommodate me because the King 
of Siam had offered our Government about a 


month ago a numberof black elephants for 


breeding purposes, the King being ignorant 
of the fact that this climate is not good for 
elephant breeding, and that there is only one 
man here who understands the subject any- 
how, and that is my man.” Here Mr. Barnum 
rubbed his bands enthusiastically. 

“Besides sending the King presents,” con- 
tinued the showman, “‘lasked him forthe 
loan of one or more of his white elephants for 
any length of time and for any price he might 
stipulate. Then to tickle His Majesty and 
compliment the country, I sent him a photo- 
graph of my twenty-two elephants. Since 
then I have sent him pictures of Jumbo and 
the baby. You see, elephants are evervthing 
in Siam and the photographs will interest the 
King greatly. I shall keep on sending him 
presents until I can get an answer, which will 
not be under four months, I suppose. 1 aim 
rather sorry the story has leaked out, but then 
I guess there’s no one can get abead of me 
and secure one of the precious monsters be- 
fore I do.”

The 
all-night saloons and “peep o’ day” houses 
are resorts for dead-beats, thieves and roy- 
sterers, and haif of the bloodshed in the city 
can be traced to them. Close these places up 
promptly at midnight and there will be peace 
in the city. All good saloon-keepers are in 
favor of this proposition.

PRESIDENT PARKER, of the Council, says 
that in the consideration of the ordinance to 
close dramshops at midnight the question is 
involved as to whether St. Louis is a town or 
acity. We believe that St. Louis has on sev- 
eral occasions demonstrated her right to be 
rated as atown. Our streets, otr Union De- 
pot and our city buildings all combine to es- 
tablish the factthat we are more of a town 
than acity. When such insignificant villages 
as Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore fird it 
profitable to suspend the saloon business at 
12 o'clock at night we think a metrdpolis 
such as St. Louis might venture to try the ex- 
periment. 


THE NEW DISTRICTS. 

As we predicted some days ago, the Caucus 
Committee on reapportioning the Congress 
ional districts agreed to take the Thirteenth 
and Fifteenth Wards out of the First and put 
them into the Second Congressional District. 
This means Cols BROADHEAD. : 

The enumeration of all the districts is 
changed. Whatis now the Second will, un- 
der the rew plan, be the Ninth District. The 
present Third will be the Eighth, and the 
First will be the Tenth District. 

The present First District remains about 
the same, excepting the loss of the Thirteenth 
and Fifteenth Wards. That is, the iower part 
of the city will practicaily be disfranchised 
for being German-Republican and attached 
toa string of counties as far down as the 
Arkansas line. 
| The present Third, or Frost District, re- 
| mains unchanged, except that it receives the 
| Second Ward, which will add about 300 Dem- 
ocratic majority. 

CRISP’s district is destroyed and CRISP 
probably buried. There is to be an entirely 
new district of Jackson, Lvfayette and 
Jobnson counties. 

The Eleventh District is destroyed and 
PETTIS and HowarpD—ex-Congressman 
PHILLIPS and Gen. Joun B. CLARK— are to 
be inthe same district hereafter. This will 
not mean Gen. CLARK. 

In the Southwest the plan allows one Re- 
publican district. In other words, the small 
statesmen at Jefferson City have, after all, 
concluded that ifthey can get thirteen out of 
fourteen districts they will do well enough. 
So they will. 


A TRULY GREAT MAN, 

Dr. JOHN T. HODGEN is dead. 

He was not firston the list among the big- 
gest tax-payers. He was not among our 
millionaires. He was not first among suc- 
cessful money-changers an@ rich peddiers ia 
property. He was not first, or even fiftieth, 
in what calls itself ‘‘ best society.”? He was not 
first, or even last, in politics. He was not 
among what, with modern fawning to money, 
is called our “‘most eminentiy respectable 
citizens.”” He was not prominent in religion. 
Yet he was our first citizen. In mind and 
heart and soul, in science, intellect and work, 
in the vastness, self-sacrifice and importance 
of his labor to mankind,he was, beyond doubt, 
the first citizen of St. Louis. 

We bave lost our brightest star in the world 
of medicine and science. 

There are few men in the whole country, 
certainly very few in the West, who have 
been able to achieve eminent national dis- 
tinction by their ability in the realm of 
science. One such man was Dr. HODGEN, 

It is difficult to dofull honor to his mem- 
ory. No set eulogy can do justice to 
his long and busy life, so full of 
work and merit and great reputation. 
Nor was Dr. HODGEN’s fame bound by the 
limits of this city or of his native land. Wher- 
ever modern and enlightened medicine was 
assuaging pain Dr. HODGEN’s work has 
been a facior in the healing of the distressed. 
His achievements in the science of surgery 
will perpetuate his name long after his mortal 
remains have crumbled into dust. 

There was a peculiar fitness in his choice of 
medicine as his life work. No man united a 
more tender heart to a wiser bead than the 
great physician. The cry of human suffering 
rang in his ears and called him to do battle 
forhumanity against disease. His science 
was exerted for the suffering of all condi- 
tions, loftily indifferent was he whether that 
suffering was lodged on the cot of a charity 
hospital or clothed in silks on eider down. 
Take him for all in all, he was a Man, we ne’er 
shall look upon his like again. He is dead after 
over a quarter of a century of work for men, 
and when his friends recall the tender sym- 
pathy, the loving kindness, the sweetness of 
his life, little wonder is it that we feel in this 
bereavement a loss which the years may 
alleviate, but will not cover from affection- 


ate memory. 
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IT is to be presumed that an artist who is 
obliged by dire necessity to get up an average 
of three hundred and twelve cartoons a year 
will: occasionally be stupid, butitis not to 
be expected that he must be sometimes will- 
fully brutal. Inthe current edition of the 
New York Graphic the first pageis given 
up to the bubbling humor which was 
evoked in the artist’s mind by the an- 
nouncement of CHARLES DARWIN’S death. 
A zoological procession of monkeys, birds 
andreptiles accompanies the hearse of the 
dead naturalist to his last resting place, 
weeping for the man who did more to solve 
the problem of life than any scientist of 
modern times. The exhilarating humor of 


the picture culminates in a dodo, which is 


‘| hyenas laugh among sepulchres. 


supposed to be saying, “I am extinct, too.” 
That this sort cfthing should be tolerated 
in a highly enlightened country is marvelous. 
It is a mean pandering to the low 
prejudices of the ignorant and vulgar. 
A mind must be oddiy made which can find 
bumor in the death of Prof. Darwin; it must 
be savagely made to insult his gentle memory 
with such ribaldry. While his work will be 
for all time a monument of English achieve- 
ment in science, DARWIN’s private charac- 
ter, his kindliness and love for every living 
thing will endear him to every student. Only

Cady Refuses to Allow the Lottery 
Men to File the Attorney- 
General’s Informa- 
tion.

The Gamblers’ Little Game Bluffed 
by the Court. 


Arguments in the Case—Cirenit Attorney 
Harris Scores a Victory. 


The argument in the case of the gamblers 
who are following up Circuit Attorney Harris 
was resumed this morning in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. It will be remembered 
that wnen the headquarters of Pate’s Races 
was raided in the course of the raid a safe was 
broken open. This act was done be- 
cause some of the employes of the 
race scheme were seen throwing tickets 
and papers into this safe, and it was after- 
wards found to contain valuable evidence. 
Henry Lehndorf afterwards claimed that the 
broken safe was his and went toMr. Dierkes 
and asked for warrant charging Circuit Attor- 
ney Harris with oppression in office. Mr. 
Deirkes, who issues these warrants, refused to 
do so, and was supported in this refusal by 
Mr. Hogan, the Prosecuting Attorney of the 
court. Afrerthis refusal an application was 
made to Attorney-General McIntyre at Jeffer- 
son City, and that gentleman about a week 
ago issued an instruction for a warrant for the 


arrest of Mr. Harris, which was brought down 
here and presented to be filed in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. Unati] filed no arrest 
could, of course, be made. Mr. Harris’ attor- 
neys opposed this filing and after several de- 
lays the question came up for argument to-day. 

Ex-Gov. ’helps occupied a seat on the bench 
along with Jndge Cady. The court was well 
filled with lawyers, among them Mr. Harris 
and his assistant, Mr. McDonald. Messrs. J.C.

VOL. NORMILE OPENED THE ARGUMENT 

and suid: ‘*The only question before the court 
is the right of the Attorney-General to come 
into this court and file a criminal! information. 
The motives of this prosecution, whether it is 
baseless or not, it is not proper now to con- 
sider. We do not wish to anticipate that there 
will even be any necessity for considering 
this case on {ts merits. This, will probably 
never be. Ifthe Attorney-General! has such a 
right, he must have derived it either from the 
common law of Engiand or from the statutes 
of Missouri. Now our Supreme Court has de- 
cided that as soon as the Legislature has 
passed an act govering a matter previously un- 
der the province of the common law, that 
from that moment the common law is. repeal- 
edand the legislative act governs’ and ex- 
presses the legisiative will. This was decided 
in the seventy-first Missouri Reports, in the 
case of Boogher, which went up from this very 
court. Now, if weshow that the Legislature 
has provided and set out all the cases in which 
tne Attorney-General has aright to file crim- 
inal information, under this decision we will 
ouly have to deal with the statute provisions. 
Toere is, therefore, no common law in force 
on the question of criminal informations by 
the Attorney Geperal. The Legislature has 
passed an act directing where and by whom 
intormations could be filed, and if the statute 
does not allow the Attorney-General to issue 
the information in the case, the paper is of no 
avail.’ 

Col. Normile then read the section of thé stat- 
utes which explicitly stated that all informa- 
tions siail be signed by the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. ‘‘it does not say that he may sign 
them,’’ said Mr. Normile. ‘‘It says that he 
shallsign them. The Attorney-General’s name 
is not mentioned, and this omission is not ac- 
cidental. Ail the power which he had under 
the common lawis repealed by this statute. 
There are two kinds of information, the civil 
and criminal. The crimiual information miust 
have a local origin and is wisely relegated by 
the statute to the local officers. 
case of Civilinformations, which may have a 
wider origin,the statutejsays that the Attorney- 
General shall have a concurrent authority. 


with the Prosecuting Attorney. 
{hese civil intormations may be 
brought in the Supreme Court, the 


Court of Appeals, the Circuit Courts, ete. 
Tbe statute expressly names the Attorney- 
General and gives himthe same right as the 
Prosecutiog Actorney to file civilinformations. 
In criminal informations the Attorney Gen- 
eral is snpposed not to ve informed, because 
lie may live hundreds of miles from the place 
where the crime was committed. The omis- 
sion of his name, as referred to, 
is not accidental, since, in ref 
erence to civil informations, his 
name is expressly mentioned.

Whenthe statute savs 
that the Prosecuting Attorney shall sign crimi 
nal informations it means toat the Attorney- 
General shall not have that power. Therefore, 
a cording to the general laws of this State, the 
Attorney-General has not the least power to 
Vitalize the paper which is presented him by 
these gentlemen. 

.‘ {Under no theory Can the Attorney-General 
come into any Of these cases, exceptasan as- 
sistant to the Prosecuting Attorney. If the 
Governor should to-day order the Attorney- 
General to come down from Jefferson City to 
take part in the prosecution of these gam. 
blers, he could no more go before the erand 
jury and sign an indictment than I could. 
He could only assent, and in no way could 
he usurp the authority or become the leader 
in the prosecntion.’’ 

Col. Normile then took the act organizing 
the St. Louis Court of Criminal Correction and 
read the passage which said the information 
could be signed ‘‘by the Prosecuting Attorney, 
his assistant, or other person.’’ he 
attorney said: ‘‘It is under these 
elastic words, ‘any other person,’ thatthe 
Attorney Genesalexpects to sneak into this 
court, if be can sneak infottatall. Iwill not 
call the attention of the court tothe fact that 
when a statnte enumerates certain officers, the 
expression ‘any otber person’ could not mean 
any other officer. This t8 a well 
known tact. It simply means 
that any reliable person can start the 
prosecution. Mr. Harris, bere in 
the city of St. Louis, cannot 
be brought into courtin any’ o.her way than 
the ene which would be used in any other 
part of the State. Any law that weuld allow 
this, any local rule which would ailow this, 
would be void amd unconstitutional. Judge 
Laughiin has decided that that expression, 
‘any other person,’ is limited bythe words 
going before, and means any oflicer similar 
to the Prosecuting Attorney. That deci- 
sion will be sure to be the principal 
one cited here by the other side, but it wil! 
not hold. The Court of Appeals has decided 
in the Jilz case andin others that any local 
provision euacting 4 different means from that 

emerul inthe State is void and inoperative. 
“Cader the statutes nobody but the Prosecuting 

Attorney Can sign an information. In S&t. 
Louis, however, ‘‘any other person’’ can, un. 
der the act creating this court. I say 
that this provision is void, because 
it is not the law of the State. We cannot have 
a local rule like thisin this city. If “any other 
person’ means what it says, what wasthe ne- 
cessity of going to Jefferson City?

The status of the gambling and lottery cases 
before the tribunals at the Four Courts is cer- 
tainly extraordinary. Two hundred and 
forty-five gambling cases have been carried 
over trom term to term and are now scattered 
over the docket forthe Mayterm. Yesterday 
457 capiases were placed in the hands of 
the Sherif? corresponding with the same 


number of lottery and gambling indictments 
returned by the grard jury which adjourned 
last week. Of that number 412 are lottery 
cases and fifteen gamblivg. Againsth.C. Pate, 
Warren F. McChesney, Henry Lenndorf, H. 
Bruner and John Glordan there are 300 indict- 
ments divided about equally, making 60 foreach 
of the managers. A fuil dozen cases huve been 
made against William Dornin and Capt. 
Hutchinson, managers of the National scheme, 
and Kehr, of the Kentucky. Sixty venders 
have been indicted. Against each ef these 
one case has been made, with the exception 
of two or three defendants who have two,three 
und four indictments against them. 

The first batch of indictments against the 
gamblers was returned by the November 
grand jury. The October body, of which Mr. 
Thomas Dimmock was foreman, had filtty-
